Christ admitted only such as 
these into the company of his disciples, nor 
has he ever changed the terms of disciple- 
ship. He would gain this end in us, not 
by compulsory authority, nor, by our dread 
of penal, consequences, but by the irresis- 
tiblé eway of personal love and enduring 
gratitude. The Christian will fight the 
good fight, not as the paid mercenary, but 
as the intensely loyal and devoted soldier. 
Would that all men, who bear the sacred 
name of their’ Master, might realize that 
they are called to labor for him.. 

The other source of idealism in religion 
to he adverted to, is the want in our church- 
es, in a greater or less degree, of wel] con- 
ceived and effective plans of christian ac- 
tivity and progressive ao for their 
"members. 

The. idea of the church .as an organized 
body of laborers for God, who are to take 
strong hold’ of existing ‘evils among men, 
and remove them from the path of Christ’s 
advancing kingdom ; who are to-strive to 
bring all souls and all human activities in- 
to. free and blessed conformity to the divine 
will ;' this is the idea that needs to be incul- 
cated ‘upon the Christian men of our times. 
‘Every company of believers of like faith 
and hope, should have its definite plan of 
earnest, efficient work, and assume the re- 
sponsibility of calling into active exercise 
the joint and several abilities of their mem- 
bership. . Nowhere in the wide harvest 
field of Christianity will devout works—the 
product of a sound faith, accomplish more
